Probably I am a bit préjudiced in 
favor of what many friends predict 
must be my ultimate achievement, yet 
I seriously believe that. if wé could ob- 
tain accurate statistics the figures 
would prove that life is safer and 
more peaceful in the hospitakfor the 
insane than it is outside.. I sincerely 
believe that you and ‘I, now, prior to 
our commitment to the appropriate in- 
stitution, are in absolutely greater 
danger of being stabbed in the neck 
or bitten in the grand stand by some 
} unforeseen maniac than we should be 
if we were attendants cr guests in a 
well conducted state psychopathie col- 
ony. Indeed 1 can recaii only: one doc- 
tor who succumbed to the murderous 
mania of his patient in a hospital for 
the fusane; 1 know of 40 doctors at 
least who have been assaulted by free 
and wntrammeled cranks. Already 1 
have been promised some such treat- 
ment by a Brooklyn laundry man, 
a violet ray artist in Richmond, and 
a rheumatism quack in Pittsburg, if 
I will kindly announce when I ex- 
pect to be in town, Just what the 
|laundrygfellow desires to take out of 
my hid@ I am not quite sure, though 
‘I suspect be resents my uncharitable 
‘feeling about hyphenated Americans, 
certainly I have never willfully im- 
pugned the laundry business, which 
iseems to be a good, clean, healthful 
business, apparently well supported

wealth.

The institutions for patients ill of 
have never been quile so 
dreadful in this country as the laity 
This idea of 
the horrible environment in the 
“asylum” or the “mad house’ is a 
fanciful one inspired by writers of lu- 
rid fiction. Another correspondent, 
writing from a state hospital, empha- 
sizes this point in her very sane let- 
ter: “I want to thank. you,” she 
writes, “for the high purpose of your 
article about ‘insanity, and also for 
its meaning to us patients. More ar- 
ticles-of this kind should be printed 
to help humanity and prevent need- 
less suffering. Such articles educate 
the public and give people a better un- 
derstanding in regard to mental ill- 
ness. I think part of the fault must 
be laid at the door of certain great 
fiction writers. In almost any story 
you are likely to encounter a picture 
of,mental affliction painted with stress 
and horror, so that the general public 
becomes afraid of insane people and 
looks upon hospitals of this sort with 
abhorrence, especially the uneducated 
class.” 

Before I came to know them well, I 
too, had a fear of hospitals for tuber- 
culosis and hospitals for insanity. 
Now that I know them better I be- 
lieve residence in a tuberculosis hos- 
pital would be the safest possible ex- 
istence for an individual, so far as the 
general chance of infection with tuber- 
culosis is coneerned, for in such hos- 
pitals everybody knows and obeys the 
roles or principles of medical asepsis, 
whereas outside there are thousands 
of people with tuberculosis who do not 
know. will not believe or do not care 
how the disease is spread. Then, too, 
in peeking around in hospitals for the 
‘jnsane—sort of picking my: ultimate 
domain—I have been even more im- 
pressed by the cheerful, peaceful at- 
mosphere, so much so that I believe 
I shall be able to. grin out at the poor 
nuts on the outside and chuckle con- 
tentedly to myself: “Well, whos 
looney now ?”

In England. 


Comparing the run of news in dif- 
ferent European papers one must come 
to the conclusion that England is the 
country for poisoning murders even 
more than Italy, though the Jatter has 
its reputation of Borgia and “l’Aqua 
Tofana.” Everywhere in Britain, 
even in the most remote hamlets, there 
occur an unusual number of poison- 
ings. One would expect the very op- 
posite to judge from English hterature, 
for it does not abound with instances 
of famous poisonings. Shakespeare 
does not abuse the poisoning method 
in the denouement of his dramas. 
Romeo, it is true, has a little phial of 
poison, but that was even hard to ob- 
tain. But there is Victor Hugo, in 
France. His characters have their 
pockets full of poison and consider it 
a most natural condition. Think also 
of the tyrant, Angelo of Padua, who 
remarked on one occasion to a friend: 
“Ah, but that requires the immediate 
use of poison. You will laugh, but I 
haven't any with me. And not to 
have poison when you are the rvler of 
‘Padua is the height of super-romantic- 
ism.” In Italy and France poisonings 
are considered stupid and ignorant 
procedure, but the vogue has not pass- 
ed in England.
